King Football has just 
about run its race for the 
1964 season, and in a 
few weeks time cricketers 
everywhere will be on 
deck exploiting their bat- 
ting and bowling skill in 
competition. 

Formerly an Altona ANA 
Cricket Club member for 10_ 
years and now a member of 
Altona Cricket Club, Tom 
Myers is one of the many 
who will be trying His luck 
for the 1964-65 cricket season. 

Myers commenced playing 
cricket during the 1942-43 
season with: St. Albans in the 
Sunshine District Cricket As- 
sociation, a club of which he 
is a Mfe member. 

He played until 1954 with 
St. Albans, and while with 
the club he won a club bowl- 
ing average, was best all roun- 
der on one occasion and was 
credited as being the best 
club man for three seasons. 
And his best for St. Albans 
was 88. 

In the past 10 seasons he 
has won two club bowling 
averages and three batting 
averages; this is in addition 
to. being club champion on 
three occasions. 

His Wighest score of 92 for 
Altona ANA was a not out 
effort which commenced at 
opening bat and through a 
complete innings. 

This season Myers will be 
all out to add to his record 
of hitting sixers of which to 
this time he has a tally of 
67. Seventeen of these were 
hit during the 1963-64 season 
and his biggest hitting effort 
ever was seven sixers off seven 
balls. On one of the three 
occasions Myers captained Al- 
tona ANA team against the 
Echuca Country Week team 
it is claimed that he hit tne 
best six ever seen at that 
venue. 

The best bowling effort by 
Myers was against Spotswood 
in 1960-61 when he had @ 
6/10 and 5/7. Other fine 
efforts are 413 runs in one 
season and 43 wickets at an 
average of seven runs, 

Myers has also had a num- 
ber of years of experience on 
the football front and this 
started in 1946 when he was 
boundary umpire for St. Al- 
bans in the Footscray District 
League; he won the trophy 
the same year for the Leagues 
best boundary umpire. 

For the next seven years— 
1947-53—Myers played for St. 
Alvans on the half forward 
flank and as centre half for- 
ward. 

He is also a Mfe member of 
the St. Albans Football Club. 

During the following three 
seasons, 1954-56, Myers played 
for the Footscray Technical 
School Old Boys, and in one 
season they were undefeated 
premiers of C Division in the 
amateur association. 

West Newport were coached 
and captained by Myers in 
1957, and in 1058 he was vice 
captain, but a broken wrist 
caused him to miss seven 
games and a chance to win 
the competition best and 
fairest award, as he finished 
only three votes behind the 
winner. 

When he played for the 
Cariton Royals Football Ciub 
in the Sunday Amateurs, he 
gained a place in the 1959 
combined team which went 
to South Australia to play 
against Glenelg. 



























































After he had completed 7 
games in the 1960 Sunday 
Amateurs, Myers broke a leg 
and retired from playing foot- 
ball. 

Like many other locals, Tom 
gained a terrific thrill per 
medium of Altona’s double 
premiership win in the Wer- 
ribee League this season. And 
no wonder, for Myers has 
been goal umpire with the 
senior XVIII for the past five 
seasons, and on the commit- 
tee for four years. He also 
officiated as a goal umpire 
this season at the semi final 
between Central Altona and 
Werribee juniors. 

Myers has also tried his 
hand at bike riding and in 
1946-47 he was a member of 
the Footscray, Amateur Cycl- 
ing Club. He won the St. Al- 
bans 10 mile road champion- 
ship when riding from the 
scratch mark, and in a Mel- 
bourne- to Shepparton road 
race he finished 10th only 15 
yards from the winner, This 
finish was a thriller, as a 
bunch of forty riders went 
across, the line close together, 
and with luck any rider could 
have “won. - 

But with all that in the 
past Myers {s looking forward 
to the future and the possi- 
bility of hitting a few more 
sixers and getting his total to 
the century.—S.J.C,

Opening the meeting Mr, 
Byrne spoke of the progress 
made by the club since it was 
reformed 14 years ago. It 
started with nothing, but was 
now one of the best equipped 
life saving clubs around the 
bay. The club had received 
great support and assistance 
from the Shire Council and 
local industries, but it also 
possessed a very hard work- 
ing ladies auxiliary which had 
raised in the region of £4000 
since its formation in 1953. 

The club had gained ful 

points for weekend patrols last 
season, Members had possibly 
saved two lives by prompt ap- 
plication of mouth to mouth 
wesuscitation, oxygen and car- 
diac massage. The First Aid 
Book showed 116 cases trea- 
ted, 12 of which required fur- 
ther treatment by a doctor 
and nine were hospital cases. 
Only nine cases of cut feet 
by glass were treated, which 
was four less than last year, 
but 33 less than the year im- 
mediately preceeding the in- 
troduction of Operation Beach 
Clean. 
Although the club had -been 
relegated to B Grade, this 
was no reflection on the pres- 
ent members. It emphasised 
the shortage of seniors. In 
A Grade 20 members were 
required, whereas B Grade 
required only 12. 

Mr. Byrne, who did not seek 
re-election as president, then 
thanked the out-going com- 
mittee for its wonderful sup- 
port and said he was confident 
the incoming committee would 
give the new president, Mr. 
T. Jobling, the same. 

Mr. Byrne called on the 
Shire President, Cr. J. J. Gini- 
fer, to say a few words. Cr, 
Ginifer said that after read- 
ing ‘the. balance . sheet and 




































hearing Mr. Byrne’s report hé- 


felt’ the club fully justified the 
assistance given by the coun- 
cil. 

The work of the club was 
two-fold. Firstly, the young 
members of the community 
were taught to swim and the 
art of life saving. Secondly, 
in return, the members gave 
service to the community 
when they had been trained. 

The retiring committee had 
tlone an excellent job and he 
asked members to give full 
support to the new execu- 
tive. 

Mr. F. Perram, representing 
the Royal Life Saving Society, 
said it was always a great 
pleasure to visit Altona, as he 
had many friends here. As 
secretary of Williamstown he 
knew the value of the ladies 
auxiliary. He said the hal- 
ance sheet showed a healtfly 
state of affairs and he told 
members not to be disheart- 
ened at being relegated to B 
Grade. 5 

Mr. W. Swaby, vice presi- 

dent of Williamstown Life 
Saving Club, said this was his 
first visit to the Altona club 
heuse and he was most im- 
pressed by what he had seen, 
He was very glad to see the 
confidence the council had in 
the club. Shortage of mem- 
bers Seemed to be the main 
problem. but he hoped the 
club would continue to grow 
and eventually win the Dunk- 
ling Shield. 
. Mr. Byrne then called on 
cr. Lee to instal the new 
executive. Before doing so 
Cr. Lee said that the out-go- 
ing executive, .of which he 
was a member, have devoted 
a lot of time to the club and 
had brought about several 
improvements. He was con- 
fident the new committee 
would serve the club equally 
well, Cr.
